It -was a night of srd cr.citcmcnt 
for St. Louis when the famous Lin­ 
dell Hotel, “one of the finest hotels 
in the world”, was completely de­ 
stroyed by fire on March 30, 1867, 
sixty-six years ago this week. De­ 
struction of the Lindell m eant the 
loss of between one and two mill­ 
ion dollars, but .that was not all. 
To St. Louis it was the destruction 
of “one of the proud monuments of 
our city and the W est”, and out- 
State papers declared th at 
“the 
loss of the Lindell is regarded as a 
calamity to the whole S tate”. 
Firemen, rushing 
their 
horse- 
driven steam engines to the scene 
shortly after eight 
o'clock 
that 
evening, labored for hours to save 
the building, but their efforts were 
useless. 
The fire, starting toward 
the top of the six-story building, 
w as 
too 
stiong 
for 
the small 
stream s of w ater that had to 
oe 
forced over 100 feet into the 
air. 
Through the city went the 
cry: 
“The Lindell is burning”, and 
a 
great 
crowd 
assembled. 
W itn 
their up-turned 
faces 
reflecting 
the glowing scene, the people 
of 
St. Louis watched 
for hours 
as 
the flames ate out the richly fu r­ 
nished building, 
and 
the massive 
walls, one by one, crashed to 
the 
ground. 
Construction of the Lindell Ho­ 
tel was begun in 1857 on the block 
bounded by W ashington 
Avenue, 
Sixth, Green and Seventh Streets. 
It was form ally opened on Novem­ 
ber 25, 1863, with a great ball and 
banquet, and so a t its destruction 
in 1867, the hotel was not yet four 
years old. 
Another hotel of 
the 
same name was later built on the 
same location, and. opened to' the 
public on September 28, 1874. 
The destruction of the 
Lindell 
brought back to the minds of many 
St. 
Louisans 
the 
memories 
of 
former fires, and the old fire com­ 
panies that had flourished in days 
past. The first “serious loss” from 
fire in St. Louis listed by J. Thom­ 
as Scharf, St. Louis historian, was 
th ©burning of John Mullanphy’s 
brewery 
on 
November 
3, 1829. 
Fires along the levee, 
sometimes 
involving the 
loss 
the 
several 
steamboats' and the destruction of 
thousands of dollars .worth of pro­ 
perty, and occasionally the loss of 
life, were not uncommon 
in 
the 
long history of St. Louis. 
The greatest fire at 
St. Louis, 
however, started on May 17, 1849. 
Before the flames had been check­ 
ed, 23 river steam ers were destroy­ 
ed, fifteen city blocks lay in ruins, 
and there was a property loss 
of 
approximately six million 
dollars. 
Perhaps the most tragic of all the 
early fires in St. Louis was 
the 
burning 
of the 
Pacific Hotel 
on 
February 20, 1858, with a loss 
of 
between twenty and thirty lives.

bitter controversy. There is no long­ 
er any doubt that the emergency 
program was based on a plan for 
a unified banking system* for the 
country, and that, of course, means 
ultimate death for the state bank­ 
ing structure. 
We have long had a national 
banking system, made up of finan­ 
cial Institutions that were chartered 
by and under the control of the 
comptroller of the curreucy in the 
treasury. We also have had the state 
Institutions that 
were 
chartered 
by and under the control of state 
authorities and existing by virtue 
of state laws. There has been a long 
continuing effort to get them togeth­ 
er, but always it has been futile be­ 
cause for the most part the na­ 
tional banking laws were more rigid 
and the prerequisites higher than 
the state banking laws required. 
It is Interesting, therefore, to note 
how the creation of the federal re­ 
serve system back in 1914 made 
some inroads into the state banking 
field by providing means whereby 
those banks could join the national 
banks in the federal reserve system. 
There remained advantages to the 
state banks, however, and one of 
the means used to ofTset some of 
those advantages was the passage 
of the so-called McFadden act in 
19B7. 
This allowed national banks 
to have branches within the city 
where their parent bank was lo­ 
cated. 
Various efforts have been made 
since that time to enlarge the 
branch banking privileges of the na­ 
tional banks, but to no avail. There 
was an enlargement of those priv­ 
ileges in the bill by Senator Glass 
of Virginia that was passed by the 
senate in the Inst congress, although 
it died the death of a rag doll in 
the house of representatives. 
Now comes the emergency bank­ 
ing law, however, with provisions 
designed to solve the crisis in our 
country’s financial 
structure but 
with some other sections furthering 
the interests of the national banks. 
The latter sections were completely 
overshadowed. 
Most people paid 
little attention to them. The main 
object of the legislation was to get 
the banks open. 
The bill was put 
through congress in 
the record 
speed of one day and the state bank­ 
ing Interests, hitherto on guard 
against new encroachments, were in 
a position where they could do noth­ 
ing.

Before the annual school election 
last year, we mailed each district 
an estimated 
budget stating the 
amount that they could 
probably 
expect for teachers fund and 
for 
incidentals for the ensuing year. 
We had planned to do the same 
thing this year, but we find it im­ 
possible to estimate the anticipat­ 
ed revenue until we know what the 
present legislature will do. 
Governor Park has at last come 
to the front and is making a stren­ 
uous effort to give relief to 
our 
schools. 
His first plan was to get 
revenue from a sales tax. But the 
representatives broke up this plan 
by tacking on too many 
amend- 
ments. 
Then Governor Park came for­ 
ward 
with 
a 
luxury 
tax plan 
which would produce about $6,000,- 
000 annually, half of which would 
go to the public schools. 
We hope 
that our senators and representa­ 
tives back up the Governor in this 
vital move. And we know th at the 
men who represent 
this 
section 
are going to do their best to 
put 
this proposition over. 
But as usual the large cities are 
fighting 
the 
plan. 
These 
large 
cities garner the 
wealth 
of 
the 
State and use a liberal portion of 
it to provide the finest schools pos­ 
sible for their 
own 
children but 
they are willing for the children 
in the rural sections to go 
to 
a 
poorly equipped school. 
It 
is 
not 
unusual 
for a city 
teacher to draw a salary of $2060 
or $2600 but they think it is 
all 
right for a rural teacher to draw 
a salary of <$400 
or 
$500. 
City 
children 
attend 
a 
ten 
m onths’ 
school, but they are perfectly con­ 
tent to see rural children attend a 
four or five months’ school. 
And yet one child is just as good 
as another. 
The wealth 
of 
the 
State, wherever it is, should edu­ 


cate the children 
of the State, 
wherever they are. The wealth of 
the State is created by the people 
of the State. 
The sweat of 
our 
farm ers produces wealth but 
be­ 
cause of our disgraceful economic 
system this wealth flows 
to the 
big money centers and the farm - 
eis do not even get back the cost 
of production much less 
make 
a 
profit. 
Since we all help to create 
this 
wealth, we have a perfect right to 
say that a part of it should 
be 
used to run 
the 
schools of 
the 
State and to operate the govern­ 
ment of the .State. Those who are 
able to pay should do the paying. 
Our property tax system is 
al­ 
ready wrecked and-it 
is 
doomed 
for abandonment. 
If we w ant to 
encourage our citizens to own pro- 
perty we ought not to rob 
them 
of this property by high property 
tax. 
In fact, every farm er ought 
to be allowed to own 40 acres 
of 
land with house and barn without 
paying any taxes on it at all, ex­ 
cept an income tax if he made 
a 
large profit. 
By making the first 
40 acres tax exempt a poor man 
could afford to make a home 
of 
his own and improve 
it 
without 
fear of having the 
tax 
collector 
sell it under the hammer. 
If we are to avoid reducing our 
millions of farm ers to peasantry, 
we must shift the cost of educa­ 
tion and government 
to 
income 
taxes and sales taxes, and reduce 
the property tax to a low figure. 
If Governor Parks’ plan is car­ 
ried out, our schools 
can 
expect 
about the same amount of 
State 
aid as last year, but if it fails, we 
will get only about half as much, 
or about 25 per cent of the guar­ 
antee. 
Unless rural schools have 
a balance on 
hand, 
they 
should 
vote a levy of 65 cents and like­ 
wise town schools should vote 100 
cents.

was my dear good mother, who

Generally, the'slaves had enough 
of good nourishing food to eat, and 
were fairly well clad and not un­ 
comfortably housed. They worked 
short hours and never knew what 
a strenuous effort mean. 
They were sometimes 
whipped 
and beaten, not often by the slave 
owner himself, but by cruel over­ 
seers or malicious poor whites. The 
slave m asters themselves, 
when 
not guided by 
hum anitarian 
im­ 
pulses, were too well 
aware 
of 
economic disadvantages to injure 
thier property in this foolish way. 
The chief am ount of slave whip­ 
ping of which I had any cognizance 
was inflicted by gatherings of non­ 
slave-owning whites, during per­ 
iods of excitem ent over suspected 
plots for insurrection among 
the 
slaves, plots which rarely, had any 
existence outside the morbid im ag­ 
ination 
of 
the 
ignorant 
poor 
whites. Several tim es I witnessed 
slave owners defending their slav­ 
es, at the risk of their own lives, 
against these senseless cruelties.—
